Annually, the lowa Commission on the Status of Women (ICSW) researches,
submits, and advocates for a program of legislative priorities for lowa in the areas
of aging issues and long-term care, economics, gover nment, health, insurance,
justice, violence against women, and welfare reform. The ICSW also advocates for
women's interests at the federal level, testifies on behalf of women at legisative
hearings, and monitors pending legislation for itsimpact on women.

Aging Issues and Long-Term Care

In 1998, lowaranked number onenationally inthe
percentage of population over 85 years of age,
number threeinthe percentage of popul ation over
75yearsof age, and number fiveinthe percentage
of population over 65 years of age. Asthe baby
boom generation getsolder, the need for both paid
and unpaid caregiverswill increase. In 1998, the
average hourly wage for paid caregivers, 89.8
percent of whom arewomenin positionsof nursing
aide/orderly, wasjust $7.94 with few benefitsand
high turnover. A typical family caregiver for
dependent adultsisfemale, married, 50-60 years
of age, and worksfull time outsidethe home. To
address the needs of paid and unpaid caregivers
for dependent adults, the |ICSW supports:

In 1999, lowawomen made 73 centsfor every $1
earned by men. Sixty-four percent of females
working full-time earned less than $25,000
compared to 33 percent of males (1999). Of all
adultslivinginpoverty in 1990, 61.9 percent were
women. The situation for female-headed
households, no husband present, was even more
tenuouswith 45.1 percent of thosewith children
under the age of 18 livingin poverty. To address
the economic needs of lowawomen, the ICSW
supports.

Education

Females are still clustered into secondary and
postsecondary coursesthat reflect thetraditional
occupational specidizationsof womenandthat are
characterized by low pay, low benefits, and low
mobility. A lack of femadeadministratorsand teecher
rolemode sintraditiona ly male-dominatedfields,
sexud harassment (affecting 83 percent of lowahigh
school females in 1994), and gender role
stereotypesall impact the educationa experience
of females. In support of excellenceand equity in
education, the|CSW recommends:

1. Statefundingto provide staff and support for
the provision of technica ass stance on educationa
equity for school districts and to monitor
implementation of lowa smulticultural, gender-fair
curriculumrequirement aswell asTitlel X.

Thefemaleprison populationinlowais
ontherise, climbing from fewer than 100in 1985
to 540 at midyear 1999, peaking at 616 in 1998.
Women of color aredisproportionately represented
in lowa's prisons. In June 1999, for example,
African-American women represented
goproximately 21 percent of thestatesfemaleprison
popul ation whileonly one percent of lowasfemale
population.

Violence Against Women

From 1990 to 1999, 87 women weremurderedin
lowaby their partners-- husbands, menwithwhom
they lived, and men they had dated. Infiscal year
1999, 18,407 victimsof domestic violencewere
served by programsreceiving state dollars. That
sameyear, 3,356 adult, teenage, and child survivors
of sexud assault sought servicesfromlowassexud
assault crisis centers. In light of the number and
degree of violent incidents committed against
women, the |CSW supports:

The lowa Commission on the Satus of Women (ICSW) works on numerous projects
and programs in seeking to advance the status of women. It collects employment
related information and works toward pay equity; strives to equalize women’'s
participation in policy-making positions in the government and private sectors;
recognizes lowa leader s through the lowa Women’'s Hall of Fame, the Write WWomen
Back Into History Essay Contest, and the Cristine Wilson Medal for Equality and
Justice; and addressesissues relating to femal e adol escents.

EMPLOYMENT PROJECT
The Employment Project of the ICSW is
funded by state appropriation and by
occasional grantsto conduct various
employment-related programs to assist
women statewide.

Publications

How to Get Your Bearings - How to Get a
Job: Theguide, for lowawomenwho are
looking for ajob or who are seeking abetter job,
includesinformation on how towritearesume,
conduct aninterview, obtain persona counseling if
needed, fix acar, find housing, etc. Containing
one-third moreinformation than previouseditions,
theguide, revised by Dr. Judith AnneConlin, is
distributed primarily through the displaced
homemaker programs acrossthe state and
FaDSS. Funding for the guidewas provided by
lowaWorkforce Development and the Carl D.
Perkins Applied Technology and VVocational
Education Act.

Wage/Benefits Studies

Follow-up to Employees’ Wagesand
Benefits: Domestic Violence and Sexual
Assault Projects 1997 Report and
Recommendations: In 1997, the ICSW
conducted astudy of thewagesand benefitsof
employeesindomesticviolence/sexual assault

projects(dv/sa) acrossthestate. Thestudy

reveal edsignificantly low wagesacrosstheboard,
withmany employeeslivingat, below, or barely
over thepoverty line. Becauseof theincrease
over thepast several yearsinfederal andstate
moniesavailabletodv/saprojects, thel CSW
made, initsreport of thestudy, wage
recommendationsfor specificjobdescriptions,
using comparabl ejobsinstategovernment asa
comparison. Theresponsewasoverwhelming. In
al19981CSW follow-uptothestudy, the
Commission’ sstudy wascreditedfor
approximately $112,000in pay increasesindv/sa
jobsstatewide. Thisstudy andfollow-upsurvey
continuetobedi stributed andinfluencewages
and benefitsfor employeesindv/saprojects.

WageSurvey: In1993, thel CSWinitiated a
Department of Empl oyment Servicesstudy on
gender-wagedisparity inlowa. That report
reveal ed, among other things, that lowawomen,
onaverage, made 68 centsper dollar that lowa
menmade. Thel CSW requested that lowa
WorkforceDevel opment conduct researchto
updatethe 1993 study. Theresultsof the 1999
study showed that women, onaverage, earn 73
centsper dollar that lowamen made. Thestudy
alsofoundthat 64 percent of women earned
annual wagesof $25,000or less, while67
percent of malesearned $25,000 or more.
Nationally, womenearned 72 centsfor every
dollar amanmadein1999.
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Contingency Employment WageStudy: The

| CSW initiated astudy of contingency workers
wageswith Boddy M ediaGroupinlate2000.
Thestudy, whichwill reportinformationon
women incontingency jobs(suchastemporary,
part-timeand contractual work), will addressthe
concernthat contingency jobsarefemale-
dominated occupations, havefew tono benefits,
andhavenojobsecurity. Employerswill usethe
informationobtainedtoattractandretain
workers. Lt. Governor Pedersonendorsedthe
study in2000. Support for thestudy comesfrom
United StatesDepartment of L abor, Women's
Bureau; AFSCME; and Perkinsmoney from
IndianHillsCommunity College.

Family-Friendly Initiatives

Equal Pay Day: Thel CSW commemorated
Equal Pay Day onMay 11, 2000, markingthe
datethat women, onaverage, hadfinally made
thesameamount that men, onaverage, earnedin
1999. In other words, women had to work more
thanfour additional monthsto earntheamount
menmadeintwelvemonths. Inadditiontowriting
anopinion/editorial pieceforleading newspapers
aroundthestate, apressrel easeregarding Equal
Pay Day wasdistributed. A pressrel easeand pay
equity advertisement wereal sosent tosel ect
womenand other organi zationsstatewidethat
haveaninterestinpay equity. OnMay 11, the
|CSW, incollaborationwithsevera lowa
organizationsandtheNational Committeeon Pay
Equity, heldacommemorationandpress
conferenceon pay equity. Governor Vilsack
signed aproclamationof Equal Pay Day and
resultsof the1999 WageDisparity Study were
released. Partnersintheeventwere AFSCME
lowa, American Associationof University
Women-- lowa, Businessand Professional
Women -- lowa, DesMoinesMetro L eague of
WomenVoters, lowaAFL-CIO, lowa
CommissiononL atinoAffairs,lowaCommission
ontheStatusof African-Americans, andlowa
WorkforceDevelopment.

Denise O'Brien is a self-
employed farmer from
Atlantic who uses organic
practices. Shefounded andis
coordinator for Women,
Food, and Agriculture
Network, an organization
dedicated to the
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empowerment of farm and rural women whose
mission satement is“tolink and amplify women's
voices on issues of food systems, sustainable
communitiesand environmenta integrity.” Through
her work asapast president of theNationa Family
Farm Coalition, she lifted the concerns of farm
familiesand rural communitieson international
nationa, state, regional, andlocal levels. In 1997,
she spoke before the United Nations General
Assembly on behalf of theworld' sfarmers. Her
efforts have aided the establishment of many
organizations, including Rura Advocacy 2000, lowa
Fair Trade Watch, the Women's Task Force of the
lowaFarm Unity Codlition, and ProgressvePrairie
Alliance. She served on the Governor’s Farm
Emergency Task Forcefor the past year. O'Brien
continues to serve on the lowa Secretary of
Agriculture Local Food Task Force. An extensive
lecturer, O’ Brien hasshared her expertiseinrura
deve opment and farming with thousandsthroughout
the United Statesand world. She and her family
havebeenregular hogstointernationa delegations.

AdelineMorrison Swain

AdeineMorrison Svainwas
born in Bath, New
Hampshire in 1820. After
moving to Fort Dodge
following her marriage in
1846, she recognized the
lack of cultural opportunities
for young women and
organized French, English,
music, botany, and art classes and a children’s
lyceum. In 1869, she organized thefirst woman's
suffragemeetingin Fort Dodge. During the 1870s
she traveled the state, often speaking and
accompanying netionaly recognized women'srights
leaderssuch as Susan B. Anthony and AmdiaJenks
Bloomer. ShewasactiveintheNationa Women's
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Congress and National Woman's Suffrage
Association, which dected Svainvice-president for
life. Shewasaregular contributor to the Women's
Tribune. Swain aso had expertise in history,
theology, and natural sciences. She was a
correspondent of the Entomol ogical Commission
of the United States Department of Agricultureto
study the Colorado grasshopper, which was
devastating agricultureinwestern lowaduring the
1870s. Swain’ saccomplishmentsinthefield earned
her membership in the American Association for
the Advancement of the Sciencesand shewasone
of the first women to prepare and read a paper
beforethat body’s national convention. Shewas
activeinthe Greenback Party because of itssupport
of equal political andlegal rightsfor women and
monetary reforms, and wasthefirst womantorun
for state officein lowa. She was aleader in the
temperance movement, and asaspiritualist, she
advocated equa opportunity for womenasreigious
leaders. Swaindied in 1899.

Margaret Boeye
Swanson

Margaret Boeye Swanson
hasbeen called DesMoines
best known and most
beloved volunteer by The
Business Record, a Des
Moines newspaper. Since
moving to Des Moines in
1949, shehasbeen atireless
community supporter, volunteer, and philanthropist.
Shehasgiven golden anniversary yearsof service
to both the Red Cross and Girl Scouts, silver
anniversary years of service to lowa Lutheran
Hospital, and thousands of hoursto over twenty
locd, regiond, and nationa organizations. Svanson
has been recogni zed by numerous organizations
including the YWCA, lowa L utheran Hospital,
National Conferencefor Community and Justice,
East DesMoines Chamber of Commerce, National
Tri-DeltaSorority, Sertoma Club, and Red Cross.
Swanson has also received a Doctor of Laws




degreefrom Grand View College. A lodge at the
Girl Scouts' camp in Boone bearsher name. She
wasinstrumental in creating the Botanical Center,
thefirst womaninlowato serveonadraft board, a
founding member of Union Park Neighborhood
Association, and activewith the L eague of Women
Voters and American Association of University
Women. Swanson was born in Webster City in
1919.

WOMEN IN

POLICY-MAKING POSITIONS
While the ICSW works hard at eliminating the
“sticky floor” --women who are stuck in low-
paying jobs with few benefits and opportunities
for advancement--it also recognizes the need to
break the “glass ceiling” in government and
private sector policy-making positions. It has
projects aimed at accomplishing both.

Roster of Qualified Women

In 1970, the Governor’s Commission onthe
Status of Women assumed responsibility for
developing aroster of lowawomen qualified for
appointmentsto paid and volunteer positionson
state boardsand commissions. Whenthe
Commission wasmade statutory in 1972, it
continued to devel op theroster and to submit
namesfor the Governor’sconsiderationin making
appointments. A ppointment resumeformsare
provided upon request; they includebiographical
information, educationa background, work
experience, organizations, andinformationon
areasof interest. Each year it advertisesthe
availability of gppointment resumesinthe
loWwbman, the Friends of ICSW newdletter that is
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sent to 8,500 organizationsand individuas
statewide. The Roster of Qualified Women has
contributed significantly to theexpanding role of
women in government. Sincethe need was
perceived and the Roster was devel oped, the
number of appoi ntments of women hasincreased
dramatically. Since 1987, gender balanceon
boards and commissions hasbeen mandated, a
legidative changefor whichthe Commission
advocated.

Women and Minorities on
Corporate Boards of Directors

Proj ect

Theideafor increasing the number of women and
minoritieswho serve on corporate boards of
directorsevolved from a1995 survey conducted
by the ICSW and the | owa Department of
Economic Devel opment. Resultsshowed that less
than 7 percent of board membersin lowa's47
largest publicly-owned corporationswerefemale,
nonewerewomen of color. Similarly, only a
handful of men of color wererepresented. Asa
result, thel CSW researched the possibility of
establishing adatabase of women and minorities
who want to serve on corporations. I1n 1999,
Governor Vilsack endorsed the project.

Task Force/Steering Committee: The ICSW
and representativesof Drake University's School
of Businessand Public Administration met severa
timesand established asteering committeeto
discussthefeasibility of such adatabase. The
database would be designed in cooperation with
DrakeUniversity to help break the"glasscelling”
by identifying lowawomen and minoritieswho
wishto sit on corporate boards of directorsand
matching themwith appropriate businesses,
thereby increasing their representation onthose
boards.

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SECTION 5: Contractual Agreements

The lowa Commission on the Satus of Women (ICSW) has contractual agreements
to administer state fund appropriations to public and private nonprofit programs
providing servicesto lowansin Transition (displaced homemakers and female
offenders) and to administer state fund appropriations to the lowa Coalition
Against Domestic Violence (ICADV) and the lowa Coalition Against Sexual Assault
(lowaCASA) for training on issues related to domestic violence and sexual assault.

IOWANS IN TRANSITION

GRANTS

During fiscal year 2000, the |ICSW administered
$189,972 in state fund appropriationsasgrantsto
11 public and private nonprofit programs
providing servicesto displaced homemakersand
femaeoffenders, or lowansin Trangtion.
Digplaced homemakersareindividua swho have
worked principally inthehome providing unpaid
household servicesfor family members. They are
personswho are unemployed or underemployed;
have had or would havedifficulty finding
appropriate paid employment; and have been
dependent on theincome of another family
member or on government assistance, and areno
longer supported by that income. Programsthat
work with displaced homemakersand female
offendershelp them ded withthetraumaof their
Situation and prepare them for education and
training toward self-sufficiency. Reportsfromthe
programswith grantsduring fiscal year 2000
show atotal of 2,166 (2,050 displaced

homemakersand 116 female offenders) were
served with counseling (1,990 persons); support
services(679); workshop seminars(809); ABE,
GED, and English asa Second Language (259);
academic upgrading (285); and training for a
degree(740). Atintake, 731 personswere
receivingwelfare. Since July 1999, 13 of the 23
programs serving displaced homemakersin lowa
have closed. Eight of those programs had
received |CSW lowansin Trangition grant
funding.

Fiscal Year 2001 Grants: ThelCSW
administered $198,500 in grantsfor fiscal year
2001. Applicantsfor the grantswere accepted
from freestanding entitiesand subgroupsor
specid programs sponsored by alarger
organization. Twenty-five gpplicationswere
received from the programs|ocated statewide. In
June, the six-member Displaced Homemaker
Advisory Committee met and made grant
recommendations.

Resources
and information are shared among the offices,
thereby enhancing thel CSW’sahility to carry out
itsrespong bilitiesthrough interaction with these
private, nonprofit agencies. Together, they work
to strengthen effortsto prevent sexua assault and
domestic violence, and to support programsthat
provide servicesto victims. Thetwo organi zations

werelocated withthe [CSW until April of 1995.

Fiscal Year 2000 and 2001: ThelCSW
administered state fund appropriations of $9,500
toICADV to providetraining to community
professionalsand the general public, $6,250to
providetraining to service providers, and $5,250
toprovidetrainingto crimina justicesystem
personnel onissuesof domestic violence.
lowaCA SA wasfunded through state
appropriationsof $9,665 to providetraining to
serviceproviders, $5,667 for training of
community professionals, and $5,668to provide
genera public education onissuesof sexua
assaullt.

The governor shall appoint adirector of the department
of human rights, subject to confirmation by the senate.
The department director shall serve at the pleasure of
the governor. The department director shall:

1. Establish general operating policiesfor the
department to provide general uniformity among the
divisionswhile providing for necessary flexibility.

2. Receive budgets submitted by each commission
and reconcile the budgets among the divisions. The
department director shall submit abudget for the
department, subject to the budget requirements
pursuant to chapter 8.

3. Coordinate and supervise personnel services and
shared administrative support services to assure
maximum support and assistance to the divisions.

b. Information about aclient reported on the initial
advocacy intakeform and all documents, information, or
other material relating to the advocacy issues or to the
client which could identify the client, or divulge
information about the client.

c¢. Information concerning the social or economic
conditions or circumstances of particular clientswho are
receiving or have received advocacy services.

The applicant
may be requested to modify the proposal through the contracting process. The following factors will be considered
in selecting proposals:

1. The demonstrated need for the servicein the program area serviced,;

2. The community support demonstrated and the relationship to existing agencies;

3. The emphasis of the plan on helping clients achieve economic self-sufficiency through education, training, and
job placement in conjunction with other agencies;

4. The general program structure including, but not limited to, how well goals can be met, how realistic the
objectives are, the administration of funds, stability of the organization, the overall quality in comparison to other
proposals and the services offered; and

5. The plan for using the funds; funds may be used for salaries, fringe benefits, contract services, job-related
travel, and operational expenses.
